March from Camp.

When the order was 
given to form ranks for the march back to 
the campsite scores were unable to take 
their places in the ranks.

SKETCH OF LI HUNG CHANG. 


His Part in the Wars of His Country 
| and His Efforts to Make 
Peace Fruitful. 


Li Hung Chang, according to the Peking 

azette, was born at Sen-Chew in the 
Hofei district in the year 1819 of pure Chi- 
nese parentage, 
of age. He was among the first in three 
successive literary examinations, and in 
1847 was enrolled in the Hanlin, or Imperial 
Academy, the highest degree in the empire. 


He was an official in the imperial printing 


office when the Taiping rebellion broke out 
in 1851—a convulsion that almost rended the 
empire in twain, cost millions of lives, 
3,000,000,000 taels, and took thirteen years 
to suppress. 

In this struggle Li became prominent. His

July General Shafter telegraphed that his 
losses had been greatly underestimated; 
‘that he met with stronger resistance than 
he had anticipated; and that he was serious- 
ly considering the advisability of falling 
back to a position five miles tothe rear; and 
that he had been unable to be up during 
the heat for four days. Under such cir- 
cumstances General Miles telegraphed Gen- 
eral Shafter that he would be with him 
within a week with strong reinforcements, 
of course, taking the troops prepared for the 
Becond expedition, which had been ordered 
by the President to operate against the 
enemy in Cuba as well as in Porto Rico. 
These reinforcements were pushed rapidly 
forward, and some of them arrived in ad- 
vance of the Commanding General and were 
put in position in the trenches around San- 
tiago. 
“Under verbal instructions of the Presi- 
dent General Miles was directed to go wher- 
ever he deemed his presence was required, 
and that he should give such directions as 
in his opinion were best for the army and 
the government 
“These were the circumstances under 
which General Miles left Washington, ar- 
riving at Santiago on July 11, not as a pri- 
vate individual nor as a visitor. Any pre- 
tense that he went there disrobed of his 
authority or official capacity is too childish 
to be considered by sensiblemen. From the 
Moment he arrived at Santiago he was re- 
sponsible for what might occur. He ar- 
rived there with the Yale, Columbia, and 
Rita loaded with infantry, and three ships 
loaded with artillery, besides those already 
disembarked. He designed to disembark 
the troops and artillery named on the west 
side of Santiago, as was understood before 
leaving Washington, and before he went 
ashore he made the necessary arrangements 
accordingly. | 


Brings About the Surrender. 


™ He then proceeded to the front, and, after 
consulting with General Shafter, a note was 
Sent to the Spanish commander by General 
Shafter, saying that the commanding Gen- 
eral of the United States army had arrived 
in his camp with strong reinforcements, and 
would meet him between the lines at any 
hour agreeable to kim. The reply of the 
Spanish commander was that he would meet 
him at 12 o’clock next morning. The mect- 
ing was held, and, after some conversation 
tween General Shafter and General Toral, 
General Miles frankly informed the Spanish 
Géneral that he had left Washington six 
Gaye, before; and that it was then the de- 


“termination of the government that this 


portion of the Spanish army must be 
captured or destroyed. He also informed 
the Spanish General that his reinforcements 
had arrived with him, that some of these 
forces had already disembarked, and the re- 
mainder would be disembarked on the west 
side of the harbor, an that it was useless 
‘for him to contend against the inevitable. 
These transports could also be plainly seen 
by the Spanish from Morro Castle and other 
‘points. General Toral replied that so long

Value of Porto Rico. — 


“The Island of Porto Rico was fairly wo 
by the right of conquest and has become a 
part of the United States. The sentiment 
of the people was in no sense outraged by 
the invaders, but, on the contrary, was suc- 
cessfully propitiated. A people who have 
endured the severity of Spanish rule for 
four centuries hail with joy the protection 
of the great republic. One of the richest 
sections of the country over which our flag 
now floats has been added ana will be of 
lasting value to our nation, politically, com- 
mercially, and from a military or strategic 
point of view. Possession of that island 
has also rendered any further resistance 
of the Spanish forces in Cuba hopeless, and 
General Miles firmly believes that by fair 
and just treatment the people of Cuba can 
be as easily controlled either as a friendly 
ally and neighbor or to become a part of: 
our own country as the people of Porto 
Rico. 

‘*General Miles remained in Porto Rico 
as long as he deemed his presence necessary 
for carrying out the wishes of the President, 
and now returns to the United States, bring- 
ing with him nearly 5,000 men, who are no 
longer required, there being some 12, 
still remaining, amply sufficient for all 
purposes. He returns at once to Washing- 
ton, where he believes he can be most use- 
ful as he considers the most important need 
of the hour now to be the immediate re- 
duction of war expenses and the return 
of as large a portion of those in the mili- 
tary service as possible to their former 
occupations, where they are most needed,”’ 


Admits Making Criticisms. 


General Miles admitted the substantial 
accuracy of the statement attributed to him 
by the Kansas City Star’s correspondent at 
Ponce, Porto Rico. | 

“There are,” Gener&k Miles said to the 
newspaper men about him, ‘“‘a few minor 
inaccuracies in the published reports, such 
as usually occur in such interviews. I do 


not care to point out the inaccuracies re- 


ferred to at this time; they are unimportant. 
“It is true that I requested that my troops 
in Porto Rico on their return home should be 
allowed to camp somewhere near New York, 
preferably Brooklyn Heights, Fort Wads- 
worth, or Governor’s Island. I also request- 
ed of the War department that the troops be 
allowed to march through New York City. 
‘“‘T never intended to parade myself, as I 
shall go to Washington in a few days and 
would not be here at the time.of the con- 
templated parade. 
‘*T asked that the Wisconsin men aboard 
the Obdam be permitted to stay in this 
vicinity for a day or two to give them a 
chance to see the city, It would dono harm 
‘to let these Western boys get a glimpse of 
‘New York. Surely they merit it. Many of 
them, I think, have never seen the city, and 
perhaps will never have another opportunity 
to see it. | 
“To my first request—namely: that my 
troops be permitted to camp hereabouts in 
the neighborhood of Brooklyn Heights and 
that they be allowed to parade—I have re- 
ceived no reply. To my second request I re- 
ceived a reply at quarantine this morning 
ordering the Wisconsin boys home forthwith. 
“The men will go from the transports 
directly to the cars. | | 
**] shall stay in the city a day or two to 
transact some business and will then pro- 
ceed to Washington. General Wilson's divi- 
sion will reach New York in a day or two, I 
think. They will come on the transports 
Mississippi, Manitoba, Alamo, and Concho. 
The last will carry General Wilson and his 


headquarters.”’ | | 
General Miles said that he did not desire 
to criticise the conduct of any officer en- 
gaged in the late war. He expressed the 
opinion there has been too much criticism, 
complaint, and condemnation published al- 
ready and that the public had lost sight of 
the success and glories of the war. He did 
not care to enter into any general discussion 
of the events of the war beyond the written 
statement which he had prepared during his 
voyage on the Obdam and which he has 
given out for publication.

_ Allin Good Health. | 
On board the Ob@am there was not one 
sick soldier and not one had died during the 
voyage. This is the first government trans- 
port since the war ended that has reached 
the United States without a record of ill- 
ness and death. 
In the troops brought hither with General 
Miles, and on the transport Chester from 
Porto Rico the day previous, New York has 
seen for the first time returning soldiers 
strong, rébust, and unwasted by disease. 
Officers ascribe this splendid state of af- 
fairs to the wise orders of Colonel Charles 


R. Greentléaf, Surgéon General of the army, 


who came onthe Obdam. Surgeon General 
Greenleaf says that. the credit.is due to the 
perfect discipline enforced by General Miles.

LOST IN THE SURF AT MONTAUK. 


General Wheeler’s Son and Lieutenant ‘ 
Kirkpatrick Believed to Be 
Drowned. | 


Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, L. I., Sept. 


-‘%.—[Special.]—Thomas H. Wheeler, son of 


General Joseph Wheeler and a naval cadet, 
and Second Lieutenant Newton D. Kirk- 
patrick, First United States Cavalry, were 
probably drowned while bathing here this 
afternoon. 

Of the accident General Wheeler has noth- 
ing to say. His three daughters, two of 
whom have been acting as nurses in the 
general hospital and the other as a nurse 
in the detention hospital, are with him, 
grief-stricken. 

Lieutenant Kirkpatrick was from Virginia. 
He was appointed Second Lieutenant on 
June 12, 1886. 

While in command at Camp Wikoff Gen- 
eral Wheeler’s headquarters were located on 
a high hill, near the station, a considerable 
distance back from the water. It was only 
today that his headquarters were shifted 
down to the beach. His tent and the tents 
of his staff officers are not more than twenty 


yards from the water’s edge. It was this 


change of location that gave young Wheel- 
er and young Kirkpatrick an opportunity to 
indulge themselves in the surf. They had. 
often spoken of so doing, and every one here 
is convinced that they were drowned today. 
The surf ran higtt and the undertow was 
strong. Near the same spot two of the 
Rough Riders yesterday almost lost their 
lives. Apparently no one saw the young men 
drowned. And it was not until about 6 
o'clock, meal time, that they were missed. 
. Their clothes were found a short distance 
from General Wheeler’s tent, close to the 
water, and it is believed to be certain that 
the young officers were swept away by the 
strong sea. Tonight a detail of sixty men 
from the First Cavalry is stationed along the 
coast to watch for the bodies, which may be 
thrown up on shore. |

TARS MAY COME HOME TO WAR. 


Situation Apparent Between the Naval 
Reserves and Captain Shaffner 
on Property Question. 


Probability indicates a lively fight over 
the possesSion of the armory, boathouse, 


' boats, and other equipment used by the Chi- 


cago Naval Reserves prior to their enlist- 
ment In the service of the United States. It 
is the opinion of the friends of the Chicago 
ship’s crew that the boys will be mustered 
out of the State’s service as soon as they are 
honorably discharged by Uncle Sam. Then 
will arise the question as to the ownership 
of property heretofore used by them. 
Already this controversy has begun in the 
action of Captain Shaffner in taking posses- 
sion of the boathouse and boats at the foot 
of Randolph street. The first step in this 
direction was taken several days ago, when 
Captain Shaffner notified the custodian of 
the boathouse that an inspection of the State 
property in his charge had been ordered. 
Harold Stokka, the custodian employed by 
the Naval Reserve association, at first de- 
murred to allowing any one to enter the 
boathouse. But Captain Shaffner issued or- 
ders to Lieutenant Commander Alien to oust 
Stokka and these orders were carried out by 
Lieutenant Delafontaine, who placed a man 
named Daggett in charge. 9 
It is conceded by the Naval Reserve asso- 
ciation that the State owns a steam launch, 
a sailing launch, a cutter, and a dingy that 
came to the naval reserve from the World’s 
Fair, but it claims the boathouse and some 
fourteen boats therein are the property of 
the association, as it built the boathouse and 
bought the boats with its own money. 
Captain Shaffner’s contention is that under 
the State military law of 1897 all armories 
in the State and all equipments of State 
troops are under the control of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the National Guard. 


.Captain Shaffner said the money with which

It costs money to send soldiers home, even 
dead. ones, and the brother was notified that 
he would have to send $100 before the body 
could be shipped. This was on Tuesday, two 
days after the young trooper had died. The

made of the dead soldier, as the morgue was 
smail and they didn’t know how soon they 
would need the room that the trooper filled. 
So the Chaplain, after-waiting and receiving 
no answer, directed that a grave be dug ana 
a detail was sent over to the graveyafd to 
dig*it. Then another telegram came direct- 
ing again that the body be sent to Boston. 
The funeral was postponed until yesterday 
morning and then # was decided again to go 
on with the funeral. 

In the afternoon, twenty-five men of the 
squad of six, commanded

body had gone over to get an ambulance to. 
carry the coffin, but it was discovered that 
army regulations prohibited the use of am- 
bulances ag hearses. The undertaker said 
there was an artillery caisson somewhere 
around the post. So the chaplain went one 
way and three or four troopers other ways 
and the funeral detail sat around the morgue 
and rolled in the grass and, waited. 

A lengthy search resulted in finding there 
was no caisson at the fort. The undertaker 
said he knew where there was a hearse, but 
he would have to have payment for the use 
of it guaranteed. A meeting was called of 
the troop, and two or three speeches were 
made. In the meantime somebody had gone 
over to the depot, secured the ‘bus that 
runs to the fort, and sent it over to carry 
the remains to the grave. After the "bus. 
had arrived word was brought that the Col- 
onel had cut several yards of red tape and 
set himself up against regulations by order- 
ing one of the ambulances to carry the dead 
trooper to his grave. ' 


Grave Not Yet Dug. 


Then the announcement was made that 
the detail that had been sent out the after- 
noon before to dig a grave-had heard on 
the way over that the body was to be sent 
to Boston, so they had not gone to the grave- 
yard at all, and consequently the grave was 
not dug. Chaplain Bullock called the troop 
about him and explained the = situation. 
Lieutenant Archibald Watt followed him. 
Several of the men were also talking. 

** Have I the floor?’ asked the Lieuten- 
ant. Being assured he had, he exhorted 
the troop to volunteer to dig the grave. 
**If no one else will go,”’ said the Lieuten- 
ant, ‘*I will go myself.’’ 

Several men volunteered and started off 
toward the graveyard, while the command 
sat down on the grass again and waited 
for an hour until the ambulance finally 
detailed to act as hearse came over. The 
men were drawn up in line and uncovered 
while the firing detail presented arms as 
the pine box that the government buries its 
dead in was carried out and placed in the 
outer box, and both put into the ambulance. 


Firing Squad and No Cartridges. 


The firing’ squad now took its position in 
front of the hearse. The corporal stepped 
out to Captain Pray, saluted, and said the 
firing squad was ready to do its whole duty, 
but that it had no blank cartridges. The 
Captain sent Lieutenant Mott. and two 
troopers .to secure eighteen rounds of blank 
cartridges of the post commander, or where- 
ever they could get them, and to bring them 
over to the graveyard. Then the funeral 
cortége plodded away around the north side 
of the infantry parade ground. The under- 
taker and the chaplain, who led the way, 
went the wrong road, and the funeral detail 
with the ambulance and the big pine box 
inside wandered away toward the North- 
western tracks and up across the rifle range 
before they got into the cemetery. | 

At the extreme north edge of the grave- 
yard the detail that had been sent to dig a 
grave was at work bailing water out of an 
empty grave that had apparently béen dug 
for several months. They had not had time 
to dig a fresh grave, but, finding one all 
made, had taken possession of it. They had 
hunted up an old tin tea cannister and were 
busy bailing out the water which stood in 
the grave four feet deep. The ambulance, 
the firing squad, and the mourners (the 
troop) were drawn up and stood waiting 
while the detail worked industriously with 
*the tea cannister. 

Now the deepening shadows reminded the 
chaplain that the funeral had better be 
hurried. He began reading the service and 
the Captain suggested that the men who had 
beem at work in the grave should put on 
their shoes and roll down their trousers. 
So the troop stood silent while the mien 
dressed themselves. 


Service in the Gloom. 


The chaplain began his service again. 
The pine box was taken out of the ambu- 
lance and placed on the supports over the 
grave. It was so dark by this time that 
the chaplain could not see his book, but 
the troopers stood silent in the dusk while 
the chaplain prayed. Then the coffin was 
lowered down. The Lieutenant had not 
come with the cartridges, so it was decided 
to fill in the grave first in the hope that in 
the meantime the cartridges would come. 
The men filled in the grave, but still the 
blanks had not arrived. The bugler blew 
taps that echoed from the trees to the north. 
The firing detail shouldered their carbines 


who marched almost at the double-quick, 
for it was night and a long«way from camp 
and they were hungry. 

So in the old grave, half full of water, 
Private McLaughlin was laid to sleep, and 
he would have been honored with a. full 
salute of twelve rounds if the cartridges 
had been -found. , 

The troopers of the First Illinois Cavalry 
were paid off yesterday, over $30,000 being 
distributed, and last night all the soldiers, 
with the exception of the fifteen who re- 
mained to care for the horses, left camp.

Congress Should Provide a New and 
Fairer System of Promoting 
Officers in the Navy. 


So much has been admitted on all sides, in 
and out of the Service, concerning the hard- 


tions in the navy causes as to leave little 
doubt that an effort wi]jl be made to accom- 
plish a substantial change of some sort at 
the next session of Congress. An officer 
who in time of war is kept on duty at home 
feels in most cases keen disappointment at 
being deprived of the opportunity to win dis- 
tinction and preferment, and the moral sat- 
isfaction which he may derive from the con- 
sciousness that he is faithfully performing 
indispensable work can scarcely be a full 
compensation as human nature is consti- 
tuted. But when, in consequence of the pro- 
motions bestowed on others for gallant and 
conspicuous services in action, he is himself 
actually subjected to a loss of numbers and 
sees his chance of advancement in the ordi- 
nary course diminished, with a strong proba- 
bility that he may be retired for age at a 
lower grade than he would otherwise have 
reached, his situation becomes truly griev- 
ous and well-nigh intolerable. An officer 
So placed, as one has recently remarked with 
a certain grim humor, is compelled to spend 
the rest of his days in explainipg that he is 
not a drunkard or a thief. Or, if thatisa 
rather fantastic conception of the case, the 
fact remains that the unmerited burden is 
hard to bear for many reasons,one of them 
being connected with the _ ever-insistent 
financial question.

Britain adjourned on Monday, last until the 
20th inst, What it has accomplished thus 
far has not been made public, but it is well 
known that questions have come up which 
the commissioners will have much trouble 
in adjusting if they are able to adjust them 
at all, One of these, and the most impor- 
tant of them all, is that of reciprocity. From 
the standpoints of Canadian public opinion, 
the Canadian press, the Canadian govern- 
ment, and the commissioners themselves, 
it may be assumed now, without waiting for 
the decision of the commission, that the 
American people will never give their con- 
sent to such a scheme of reciprocity as is 
proposed, As usual, the Canadians want 
altogether the best side of the settlement 
of every point in dispute. The American 
commissioners are already beginning to 
hear from this side of the line. The repre- 
sentatives of three large industries—lum- 
ber, fish, and pulp paper—have already pro- 
tested against any change of duties now im- 
posed upon Canadian products on those 
lines. The American farmers are also mak- 
ing ready to oppose any adjustment which 
will involve a reduction of the duty on

To 
this would probably have to be added the 
increase of the cavalry, artillery, and the 
special branches. 

The éxisting corps artillery will probably 
be abolished, and be replaced by division 
artillery. The addition of a brigade of two 
regiments to each artillery division is under 
consideration. If this takes place, the in- 
crease of the strength of the artillery regi- 
ments, which now number from 1,155 men, 


will number twenty to twenty-five regiments 
more than at present: whereas the nuniber 
of the squadrons will not be much increased. 
I may repeat, however, that most of these 
changes are still only under consideration. 
A new infantry rifie will not be introduced, 
but the existing one will be improved, and 
the old weapons be gradually replaced by 
the improved ones.

NATIONS ARE NATURAL ALLIES. 
Friendship for America Expressed at 
Ceremonies at Bristol in Memory 
of Cabot’s Discovery. | | 


Bristol, England, Sept. 7.—At a meeting 


here in honor of the opening of the memorial 
tower on the crest of Brandon Hill, erected 
by subscriptions to commemorate the fourth 
centenary of John Cabot’s discovery of the 
continent of America, the Marquis of Duf- 
ferin made a speech, extolling the friend- 
ship existing betwten the two nations, and 
he then opened the door with a golden key, 
which he afterwards handed to the Mayor. 

The Marquis, in the course of his remarks, 
said that perhaps the best way to realize 
the value of Cabot’s work was to ask what 
would be the condition of the Western 
world now if, instead of an Anglo-Saxon in- 
flux, the Spanish race-and custome had over- 
run what are now the United States and 
Canada. 

“ Yet, but} for Cabot,”’ he continued, “such 
a consummation might well have occurred. 
Since I last had the honor to address you on 
this subject another and the last act of an 
international drama has been unfolded. 
Spain, the whilom mistress of the Indies, has 
been finally diyorced from the last posses- 
sions acquired forher by Columbus and com- 
pelled to retrace her steps across the At- 
lantic.”’ | 

Proceeding to refer to the “ vast interests 
opening in the far East which the United 
States would be compelled to take part,” 
the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava _ said: 
* Whatever solution there may be of these 
problems it is pretty certain that the in- 
terests of America and Great Britain will 


1 not clash, but rather that both nations will 


desire the same ends.”’ | 

In concluding his address hesaid: 

**I believe the British and American For- 
eign offices are the only ones that really 
understand the meaning of each other’s dis- 
patches. IF believe that but for England’s 
attitude during the recent war the ultimate 
settlement might have been different, and 
when it is remembered that this action on 
our part was purely disinterested and in- 
spired solely by the community of the two 
peoples, which led us to approve the mo- 
tive that forced the United States to in- 
tervene in Cuba, it may be fairly anticipated 
that our attitude at a critical turning point 
in their destinies will have made a lasting 
impression upon the memory and con- 
science of the American people, and will 
lead to a conviction that the peace of the 
world and the general prosperity of the hu- 
man kind are best promoted by harmonious 
codéperation between the United States and 
the mother country and the multitudinous 
English-speaking communities,

of interests ever be reached, in common

It was the result of an attempt by the 
Broad faction to capture the opera-house 
which was guarded by the Sprague faction. 

At 4 o’clock a rush was made by 75 or 100 
of the Broad men from both front and rear

The shooting occurred just outside the 
opera-house door. Several arrests have 
been made. The man who fired the shot

‘Broad’s Deposition the Cause. 

Today's clash between the factions was 
preceded by the action of National Chair- 
man Towne in removing Richard Broad from 
the chairmanship of the State committee 
on the ground of “ disloyalty to the silver 
Republican party and the cause it stands 
for,” it being alleged that he had joined in 
a conspiracy with friends of Senator Wol- 
cott to defeat the proposed fusion with 
Democrats and Populists. 

Charles 8S. Sprague, representing the Tel- 
ler and Towne delegates, obtained posses- 
sion of the opera-house in which the con- 
vention ig to meet tomorrow and refused 
to surrender it at the demand of ex-Chair- 
man Broad. Sprague is editor of the Colo- 
rado Springs Evening Telegraph. 

Harris died soon after he was shot. An- 
- other man was struck in the cheek by the 
same bullet that killed Harris. Sheriff Boyn- 
ton and Chief Gathright took control of the 
opera-house and made a thorough search. 
The Sheriff said they discovered a whole 
arsenal in the building. The officers seized 
six Winchester rifles and ten revolvers. 

The opera-house is now in possession of the 
police, deputy Sheriffs, and adherents of ex- 
Chairman Broad. No one is allowed to ap- 
| proach the doors. | 

tae Four Men Arrested. 

James A. Howze, Walter Russell, J. J.

The sliding doors which form the entrance 
to the auditorium show the effects of the 
shooting.

MILITARY CAMP 
“TO BE ESTABLISHED 
HONOLULU. 


of Troops in Hawaii to Facilitate 
Matters in Case Gen. Merritt 
Needs Reinforcements. | 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 7.—[Special.]J— 
It is the intention of the War department 
authorities to establish a military rendez- 
vous at Honolulu. Major General Merriam, 
commanding the Department of California, 
is now in Hawaii for the purpose of ascer- 
taining how large a force can be comfortably 
accommodated in the vicinity of Honolulu. 

Although the war is to all intents and 
purposes at an end, the military authorities 
of the country wish to send troops nearer 
to the Philippines than San Francisco, so if 
any complications should arise and General 

‘Merritt wish reinforcements they could be 
quickly sent him. 

It is hoped that General Merriam will re- 
port that as large a force as 5,000 men can 

‘be safely transferred to Honolulu. If he 
does so report the following regiments will 
be sent from San Francisco to Hawaii: the 
Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth California, Fifty- 
rst Iowa, Twentieth Kansas, First Wash- 
ington, First Utah Light Battery, the Utah 
troop of cavalry, and one Wyoming battery 
of artillery.

Matthews, formerly chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, and now President of 
the Examining and Retiring boards, who 
retires Oct. 24; Admirai Joseph N. Miller, 
the ranking officer of the navy, now in com- 
mand of the Pacific station, who retires 
Nov. 22; and Admiral F. N. Bunce, com- 
mandant of the New York Navy Yard, who 
retires Sept. 25. |

_ Washington, D: C., Sept. 7.—A cable mes- 
Sage was received from Havana today stat- 
ing that the Spanish authorities absolutely 
refused to allow the Comal to land the pro- 
visions which it carried for the starving in- 
oer of Cuba unless the full duty was 
paid. 

Secretary Alger thereupon ordered the du- 
ties upon the $1,000,000 worth of rations to 
be paid and directed that they be distributed 
under the supervision of the United States

Her Majesty is herself pre- 
vented by age from taking part in public 
functions, and in the uncertainty of life the 
Queen feels that she dare not consent to 
one so close to the throne leaving her and 
making a voyage of any length.’’ 

The Queen can hardly be blamed for her 
excessive precaution in this matter, for she 
knows full well that in her family death 
comes quickly and suddenly, with but little 
Warning. 

As for the Prince of Wales, it is generally 
taken for granted in England that when he 
recovers and is able to get about he will 
take life much more easily than until now, 
and above all will manifest a greater care 
of his health. 

Ex-King Milan is continuing to make a 
nuisance of himself in the southeast of Eu- 
rope, and owing to the absence of his son, 
King Alexander, at Carlsbad is now virtual 
ruler of his former kingdom, to which he 
promised the late Czar never to return. 

He has recently attracted further disagree- 
able attention to himself by the publication 
of a pamphlet of 300 pages full of the most 
violent abuse of the ruler of Montenegro, 
who is accused of every conceivable crime 
under the sun, from murder to forgery. 

The name which figures as author on the 
title page is that of Major Popovich, a 
Montenegrin renegade, who is now in the 
personal service of King Milan as his chief 
aide-de-camp. 

The Montenegrin diplomatic representative 


| at Belgrade has lodged a protest with the 


Servian government, demanding the imme- 
diate withdrawal and suppression of the 
pamphlet, but of course nothing is to be 
done about the matter. 

There is a large Montenegrin population in 
Servia, men who are devoted to their Prince 
Nikita. They are simply wild with rage at 
the insult leveled at him by the disreputable 
ex-King Milan, and inasmuch as they hold 
human life cheap, no one need feel aston- 
ished to hear one of these days of the assas- 
sination of the ex-King. 

It may be questioned whether an assassi- 
nation of that kind would constitute murder 
in the full sense of the word. For Milan’s 
death, no matter by what means, would as- 
suredly be a cause for universal relief, not 
to say rejoicing. - ;

One of the things which are contributing 
to render the position of Count Golouchow- 
ski, the Austro-Hungarian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, well nigh intolerable is the 


the Archdukes and Archduchesses of the 
imperial house in consequence of his failure 
to intervene more actively and energetically 
in behalf of Spain against America. 

This is all the more hard on the Count as 
he is far from \being a friend of this country. 
He dislikes America most cordially and does 
not make any attempt to conceal his senti- 
ments in the matter. More than a year ago 
he was the prime mover in the abortive at- 
tempt to inaugurate a European coalition 
against the United States in matter of trade 
and tariff, and it was dislike for the United 
States that led him to pension his father-in- 
law, Prince Joachim Murat, on the condi- 
tion of his breaking off his marriage with 
Miss Caldwell of Washington. He can cer- 
tainly, therefore, not be accused of any 
undue partiality for this country.

faction of the local Democracy yesterday by 
canceling his agreement to speak at the 
Auditorium meeting .for which the State 
committee is making arrangements, and 
announcing he wouid confine his efforts 
for the saivation of the Democratic cause 
this fall to jocalities in Illinois outside of 
Cook County. 

All of which is talien to mean that the 
ex-Guvernor has washed his hands com- 
pletely of local politics and the county 
Democratic ticket, and intends to leave the 
City Hall faction to its own devices, whiile 
‘fhe looks after the chances of the Demo- 
cratic nominees for State offices. In the 
mcantime if he can strew any tacks ia the 
path of the county ticket he is expected 
by its nominees to do so, and they are look- 
ing out for him and his actions accordingly. 

Mr. Aitgeld gave as the nominal reason 
for nis decision not to open the campaign 
in Chicago, that he thought William Jen- 
nings Bryan ought to be secured for that 
purpose, and further that he was too busy 
to do it himself. How much more his time 
is occupied than Bryan’s, and how it hap- 
pens it would take more of it to make a 
speech here in Chicago, his home, than in 
East St. Louis or in other places scat- 
‘tered through the State, he did not ex- 
plain. ‘The fact remains he has canceled 
his Chicago engagement and intends to 
fill all the others. It is generally believed 
his real reason is the action of Chicago 
Democrats in pepmcratiog his attack on 
the peace’ jubilee. 

When Mayor Harrison was informed of 
Mr. Altgeld’s action he refused to discuss 
it more than tosay: ‘I would like to have 
Mr. Bryan come here and open the cam- 
paign in Illinois, and would join most 
heartily in any movement in that direction.” 

Some of the Mayor's friends are not so 
enthusiastic in this matter, however, and 
declare they intend to stick to their deter- 
mination to have the local campaign 
formally opened by the Mayor himself. 
Bryan, they say, is al right, but there are 
many things about Chicago politics he does 
not know, and he might make even a worse 
mess of the matter than Altgeld would. 

Sol Van Praag, whose claim that he is the 
regular Democratic nominee for the Lower 
House of the Legislature in the First Sena- 
torial District is disputed by the followers of 
Aldermen Coughlin and Kenna, who have 
an opposition ticket in the field, called on 
Mayor Harrison yesterday and asked if the 
Democratic County committee could not 
take hold of the matter and settle the dis- 
pute as to who are the regular nominees in 
the district. He said for himself he was 
willing to abide by the decision of the com- 
mittee and urged that if the decision were 
left to the Board of Election Commissioners 
it would not be had until too short a time 
before election to allow any candidate to 
make an effective campaign. The Mayor 
said he would bring the matter before the 
County committee and recorhmend that 
some action be taken. 

The two days for registration this fall 
are Oct. 18 and 25, instead of the September 
dates given out by the Election Commis- 
sioners on Tuesday. The citizen who does 
not register on one-of these two days can- 
not vote this fall.
